THE CASHMERE GOAT. 


Its Advantages ‘Over Other Grazing 
Stock—A Substitute for our Present 
System of Labor. 

(To the Editor of the Courier-Journal. | 

There is at this time nothing so embarrass 
ing to the farmer as the want of reliable 
labor. This great want is felt throughout 
the various ramifications of commerce and 
trade. The great disadvantages under which 
the farmer now labors in producing our staple 
articles of commerce are felt by every con- 
sumer, 

This state of thivgs must and will at an 
early day result in producing radical change 
in our farming business. In raising the arti- 

cle tobacco, the wealth-producing staple of 

Southert Kentuc kv, it will have to be aban- 

doncd almost, if not entirely. This erop is 

on haha from ihe besinning ¢ ta olosa of 
the year; before the old crop is ‘disposed of 
the new one is commenced. So with the 
great staple of the South—cotton. Neither 
of which can be produced without labor, and 
that of the hardest and most trying kind. In 
raising of either crops the farmer has to have 
sufficient means, outside of a well-stocked 
farm, to pay for most of his labor in advance, 
and in many instances bis hands leave him 
at the time they are most essential to 
the successful andling of his crop. 

Theh the insurmounfable obstacles to 

farmer’s raising hemp, corn, wheat, 

tobacco, cotton, and all stock that has 
be fed on grain will have a tendeney to drive

It now is 
sought after for damask, for cover of ear seats, 
sofa and chairseats. The finest carpets that 
are made contain this fleeee; the plush that is 
seen in every dry-goods house is made of this 
fleece.

But the farmer 
will say the goat costs too much, It’s true 
they cost a good round sum, but they will 
double themselves each year, as before stated;

Now sup- 
pose you pay two oy three hundred dollars 
upiece for your oe December follow- 
ing yon may sell either the forty purchased 
for what you gave for them, and then you 
have the kids, which will- double themselves 
by the followiu April. These kids you get 
e money invested in the first 
forty purchased. The fleece will pay for 
keeping the goats. I would ask what will 
No labor, no grain, no hands, 
One old man or a small ‘boy, with a shepherd's 
dog, will take care of fiye hundred goats, if 
you had them. These are stubborn facts, and 
can be established by the best farmers in this 
county (Jefferson). Now, sir, Ithink I have 
made my statement good, that the Cashmere 
goat is a substitute for our miserable labor 
system.

Winter before last the Legislature of 
Kentucky very wisely created the State 
Insurance Bureatt and placed at its head 
Gen. Gustavus W. Samira as Insurance 
Commissioner. We have no hesitation 
in saying that a better selection could not 
have been made in or out of ‘the State. 
Gen. Smrru has diligently devoted his 
time and talents to the duties of his office. 

No other branch of business in this 
country has been as greatly expanded 
in the last six years as that 
of life insurance. Old companies 
have greatly extended their business, and 
a multitude of new companies have 
sprung into existence. It is estimated 
that there are now more than $2,000,000, - 
000 insured upon lives in this country, and 
that 600,000 families are largely depend- 
ent, in the event of the death of the head 
of the family, upon the prompt payment 
of the amounts insured. This enormous 
amount of money at stake may well claim 
the attention not only of those who are 
most directly interested in the matter, but 
of business men generally. The amount 
insured and the numbers interested are 
every day rapidly increasing, The agents 
of life companies are overrunning the 
land. They are on all public highways 
ana byways. They pervade our streets 
and hotels, and all places where 
men most do congregate. They find 
their way into our offices, and even 
into private houses, diligently ply- 
ing their vocation, ready on the in- 
stant to take the life of any one who may 
be a fair specimen of humanity, and who 
will pay for the operation. With them 
the human race is now classified as good or 
bad “risks.” We say this in no unkind- 
ness to these agents. [If they represent 
perfectly solvent companies, that are hon- 
estly managed on sound business princi- 
ples, they are doing a beneficent service. 
We have high scriptural authority that the 
man who does not provide for his family is 
worse than a heathen. These agents are 
offering to men, and women too, of all 
classes the opportunity of making provision 
for the support of their families, in the 
event of the death of the head of the fam- 
ily. The capitalist, especially if his capi- 
tal is in business, would do well to appro- 
priate a part of his means to secure a lite 
policy in a safe company, for the benefit 
of his family. It is especially incumbent 
upon men who have not money capital, 
but who have brains, or skill or muscle, 
who receive and are dependent on sala- 
ries, fees, or daily wages, to make pro- 
vision, in the event of their death, for the 
immediate support of their families. These 
life insurance agents offer to all sucha 
way, and we think the best and most 
practicable way, Of making such pro- 
vision. 

But if, on the contrary, any of these 
agents represent companies that are not 
solvent, or that are managed on rash or, 
to speak more plainly, gambling princi- 
ples, they are doing great injury in the 
community. They are, in truth, unwit- 
tingly, weare willing to believe, obtaining 
money under false pretenses, and that, too, 
in the most injurious and cruel way. 
They are enticing men to invest money for 
the most laudable of objects, the support 
ot those dependent on them, in companies 
that in all probability can not fulfill their 
obligations—can not pay over to the 
widows and orphans the amounts insured 
when they become due by the death of the 
party insured. 

It is the province of the Commissioner 
of Insurance to ascertain if life companies 
doing business in the State are in condi- 
tion and so managed as to meet their liabili- 
ties, and so shield the widows and orphans 
from loss through the unsoundness of the 
company or the dishonesty of the officers. 
It is an important duty, and we feel as- 
sured that the present able commissioner 
will discharge it faithfully. 

Notwithstanding that the business of 
life insurance has been so greafly extend- 
ed, and that so mapy people are deeply in- 
terested jn it, its principles and details are 
perhaps less understood than those of any 
other business. We believe it is no exag- 
geration to say that not one in a hundred 
of the agents of life companies understands 
the principles which govern or should 
govern them. They are provided with 
nicely-prepared pamphlets, filled with rate- 
tables, by consulting which they can tell 
you exactly what ameunt must be paid 
on a policy taken out at any age, for any 
amount, and for any length of time within 
the limits of the mortality tables. They 
can show you, too, the last official report 
of the condition and business of the com- 
pany, and tell you how many hundreds of 
thousands or millions of dollars ‘‘reserve” 
or “‘reserve for reinsurance,” or ‘‘net pre- 
mium reserve,” and the like, the company 
has. But as to how these tables are cal- 
culated, or how these financial statements 
are arrived at, or even what they mean, 
the agents generally are profoundly ig- 
norant. 

The policy-holders, who are most nearly 
interested in the matter, are generally even 
more in the dark on the subject than the 
agents. This ought not to be. Any 
man who should undertake to invest 
a considerable portion of his means 
for the benefit of his family, after his 
death, and should not take the pains by 
every means in his power to ascertain that 
the security in which he invested was good 
and amply sufficient, would be regarded as 
inexcusably negligent and improvident. 
And yet men will insure their lives for 
many thousands of dollars for the benefit 
of their families, and in many cases stint 
themselves to save the means to pay the 
premiums regularly, without really know- 
ing the principles on which their contracts 
or policies are based. And even if they had 
access to the books of the company in 
which they are insured they have not the 
information that would enable them to 
ascertain whether the company is solvent 
or not. They literally ‘‘go it biind,” and 
there is no telling the amounts there have 
been lost by the policy-holders, or their 
widows and orphans, by reason of their 
ignorance of the subject. 

This lack of information on a subject of 
sO much importance, in which the 
future widows and orphans of the country 
are so deeply interested, is readily ac-

SENATE SESSION. 

The Senate session was not very protracted, 
nor was anything specially important or in- 
teresting to the public done, thougha good 
deal of business of one sort and another was 
dispatched, as the report of Legislative pro- 
eeedings will show. The “most potent, 
grave and reverend scignors’’ of this our 
present Senate have somehow a way of get- 
ting on rapidly, and yet unobtrusively,.with 
the business before them worthy of all praise. 
COMPARATIVE ESTIMATE OF THE LEGISLATURE, 

The recess is now near at hand. The Legis- 
lature has been in session two weeks; and I 
. suppose it is about time for your correspond- 
ent to give an opinion of the body. On the 
whole, with the limited experience we have 
had, he is favorably impressed with it. No 
Demosthenes has so far been developed, nor 
yet a Walpole, or Talleyrand, whatever the fu- 
ture may bring forth; but for plain, honest 
_ representative men, intent on doing what the 
people of Kentucky sent them here for, to 
the best of their ability, and without unneces- 
sary delay, I think the members of the new 
General Assembly have made an excellent 
beginning. 1 sincerely hope the latter part of 
the session will justify the good opinion I 
have formed. Of course there is in so large a 
body to be found now and then an old fogy 
and a Bourbon, and in a few exceptional 
cases members are inclined to bring them- 
selves conspicuously to the front on al) avail- 
able occasions; but these seem to be the ex- 
ceptions, and, asarule, our present Legisla- 
tors are apparently fair-minded and progres- 
sive men, with an cye rather to the general 
good of the Commonwealth than their own 
private and personal aggrandizement. To 
the credit of this Legislature, be it also men- 
tioned, there has been far less dissipation 
than I have seen in the same time during any 
former session. 

NEGRO TESTIMONY. 

The bill providing that hereafter no persoa 
shall be held incompetent to testify in our 
courts of justice on account of race, color or 
previous condition, came up at 12 Mm. as the 
order of the day. The Senate amendment 
proposed by Mr. Prichard to Gov. Johnson’s 
hill, a copy of which has been published in 
the CouRiER-JOURNAL, was offered by Repre- 
sentative Waring as a substitute, the only 
difference being that the eighth section is left 
out and a clause Inserted providing that 
infant wards shali not ve testified 
against by partics in litigation. The 
whole matler was, on motion, postponed to 
January lith. It matters little whether the 
negro testimony bill is adopted as an inde- 
pendent measure, or whether it is coupled 
with the universal testimony law which now 
prevails in England and various States of the 
Union. The universal testimony law, as well 
as one recognizing negro testimony, I 
have no doubt, ought to be engrafted on our 
statutes. 

EDUCATION OF NEGRO CHILDREN. 

The chairman of the House Commitice on 
Education reported a bill looking to the eda- 
cation of the colored children of this Common- 
wealth, without expression of opinion on the 
part of the committee. The negroes are resi- 
dent among us, whether we like it or not, and 
it seems to me there ought to be no doubt re- 
garding the propriety of appropriating taxes 
collected from them to their improvement in 
an educational poins of view. 

BANK OF KENTUCKY.

in the resolution, and deprecated a hasty 
decision in the premises. 

Mr. Varnon contended that there had been, 
and was now intended, no “hasty’’ action. 
For six years, he said, this thing had been be- 
fore the Legislature, and ought not longer to 
be postponed. 

Mr. Waide had hoped the action already 
taken by the Legislature with regard to the 
Bank of Kentucky would be satisfactory to 
members. He had not the slightest ob- 


| jection, however, to the most minute inyesti-

‘might not be meritorious—that was the point 
into which he wished time for examination. 
The fact of the matter having been on hand 
for six years without result, he thought, 
should prevent hasty action now. Most of 
the members were new to legislation, and 
knew nothing of the merits of the case. . 

Mr. R. Tarvin Baker did not want to attend 
the funeral of his homorable friend from 
Wayne, nor did he desire his own to take 
place just yct, and was, therefore, for a little 
delay, in order to find out what it was al) 
about. 

Mr. Varnon was astonished at the position 
of the gentleman from Louisvillc, but not at 
all so at that of the member from Campbell, 
The latter knew well enough that, in the event 
of the non-passage of the resolution, it will 
again become necessary for the Treasury to 
borrow from the Sinking Fund, and that will 
make for the gentleman's party capital, and 
perhaps enable him to get back here, 

Mr. Graves argued in favor of the imme- 
diate adoption of the resolution. 

Mr. Waide could scarcely think gentlemen 
serious In contending that the passage of the 
resolution would have the effect of giving in- 
stant relief in our financial difficulties. Some 
time must, in any event, intervene before the 


was far under what the advocates of the rea- 
olution seemed to imagine. The law referred 
to was enacted, he said, in 1834, and divers 
other statutory provisions, affecting the Bank 
of Kentucky, had been enacted since then. 
Without the resolution a considerable amount 
of money would be placed in the treasury or 
the first of January for interest on State 
stock. 

The motion to postpone indefinitely was 
submitted toa vote, and rejected, yeas 14, 
nays 77. 

Mr. Waide moved that the preamble and 
resolution be printed and postponed until to 
morrow at 11 a. M. 

Mr. Bush again urged immediate action. 

Mr. Chrisman contended that there was no 
time for printing, and added that if there was 
anything wrong in the resolution it could be 
corrected in the Senate. 

Major Wright bad no idea of making him- 
self a party toa wrong, even though such 
wrong might admit of psssibie righting in 
another body. 

The resolution for printing and postponing 
until to-morrow was thereupon voted down, 
and the resolution adopted by a vote of 86 
ayes to 4noes. A motion to reconsider was 
made, and laid on the table—and so the mat- 
ter locked. 

A BAD EFFECT. 

It would not do for such events a8 that of 
Saturday to be often repeated. The legisla- 
tive mind was shaken to its profoundest 
depths. I have often noticed that the pres- 
ence of even one beautiful face and graceful 
form in the lobby produces a marked effect; 
the influence, then, consequent on the inroad 
of five hundred Louisville girls, among whom 
there were necessarily so many of faultiess 
and striking beauty, could not but 
be disastrous. Members who, up 
to last Saturday were full of Par- 
liamentary law, and from whom the most in- 
genious device could elicit nothing higher than 
an expression of opinion on some ques- 
tion of State polity or constitutional 
law, seem wholly to have changed in their 
nature and disposition. More sentiment has 
been talked and more poetry quoted within 
the last two days in Frankfort than during 
a twelvemonth before. Even Baldwin, of 
Mason, ordinarily one of the most practical 
men in the House, was heard to quote poetry 
last night, Now, the effect is not at all con- 
fined to the younger members, who might be 
excused for being enthused by so much youth 
and beauty. I asked a Representative this 
morning whether he thought it best to enact 
the negro-testimony law on its own merits 
or to include it in the provis- 
ions of a universal-testimony law. He ab 
stractedly replied: “I think I never saw such 
a superb creature as that gurl in bluc that 
spoke to just as the Speaker goncluded his re- 
marks.’’ I inquired of a grave and reverend 
Senator if, in his opinion, there was anything 
in Standeford’s bill allowing to foreign immi- 
grantee, whe have deviered their intantian to 
become citizens, the same franchises and po- 
litical rights with persons coming among us 
from the other States, incompatible with the 
provisions of our State constitution. His re- 
ponse was, “Yes, just as you say; a good 
educational -system is a nobie thing, and I 
think I never saw so fine a sight in my life as 
that we had last Saturday.”’ So it goes; 
nearly everybody caught the infection, and 
caught it badly. Bright eyes and rosy cheeks 
are a good thing, but Legislators may see too 
much of them, perhaps, for the progress of 
business. I recommend when the next school 
excursion comes off, that only very small 
girls and homely teachers be suffered to en- 
gage in it.

PUBLIC DEBT, 


The public debt of Virginia, according to 
an estimate furnished your correspondent by 
the Auditor, amounts to a fraction over foriy- 
seven millions of dollars. Over twenty-eight 
millions of this debt have been fund Un- 
der the funding bill as passed last winter, the 
creditor is authorized to interpose himself be- 
tween the tax-gatherer and the State—in other 
words, between sixteen and nineteen hundred | 
thousand dollars of interest have to be d| 
annually, before the current charge of keeping 
the State government in motion is defrayed”

numbers, eleven hundred thousand dollars,

No wonder the Governor calls for retrench- 
ment or that the om bill is assailed 
thus early in the session, In truth, the 
finance question has taken edence even of 
the railroads, and the indications of bitter 
and prolonged strife are unmistakable.

Afier much 
conversation with members from all parts of 
the State, I am satisfied that repudiation is 
not contemplated, and am inclinedto douht 
whether the funding bill will be materially 
modified. 

IMMIGRATION, 

Governor Walker attaches so much import- 
ance to this subject that he gave it the first 
place in his late message. The immigration 
convention, composed of our very best men, 
Which assembled Adeageen and which is 
holding its final sitting while these lines are 
being written, will sustain in part the Govern- 
or’s idea of a bureau, and recommend the co- 
operation of individual enterprise with 
State assistance. All English and Scotch 
settiers agree that the imprimatur of 
the State is needed to give effect to individual 
repseuiations and to ensure the new comer 
against the rapacious extortions of land- 
sharks. I have talked with some of these 
British settlers, and gotten from them many 
facts which ame the belief that the old 
State will be repeopied largely with the same 
stock which originally wrested it from the 
Indians. all the Southern States could 
unite in same grand scheme of 
immigration, or if all our leading 
Fouthern roads could so unite, we might 
hope for a — filling up of our waste placcs. 
But the inevftable wrangle over the port of 
entry and thie distribution of the immigrants 
forbids the hope of such union, and each 
State must de the best it can for itself. In 
Virginia, at least, it is evident that a spirit has 
been awakened which will not abate until 
every feasible plan of stimulating and encour- 
aging immigration has been exhausted.

PROSSER. 

I have examined the papers in the case 
with which this individual is accused of act- 
ing asaclaim agent when he was a member 
of Congress, and receiving pay therefor. The 
case is clear, and Postmaster-General Cres- 
well ought to be impeached for not dis- 
missing him from his office as _ post- 
master at Nashville, Tenn. I[t appears 
from Woodrow’s own letter that 
in January, 1870, he agreed to give Pros- 
ser one-half of a claim, which was before the 
Quartermaster-General, for adjudication, R. 
J. Atkinson was at the time Woodrow’s at- 
torney. .In. February, Prosser, ascertaining 
that the claim had been passed on, wrote 
Woodrow to send him a power of attorney 
and he would see what he could do for him. 
At the expiration of his term in Congress, on 
Prosser’s return home, he demande half of 
the amount of the claim, $780, which Wood- 
row paidhim. Thus Prosser palpably violated 
the act of Congress of 1853, yet Creswell 
sustains and holds him in his place.

Suit was brought inthe Louisville Chancery 
Court yesterday by J. W. Stallings against John 
Carlin for one-half of the prize drawn by ticket 
No. 25,840 in the drawing last Saturday for the 
benefit of the Public Library of Kentucky. The 
ticket named drew $6,650, and Stallings sues Car- 
lin for $8,325, which is one-half of it. Stallings 
charges in this petition that he was the owner 
of half-ticket No. 25,840, and that on the 
day of the drawing, Carlin was in 
Weisiger Hall and heard the prize awarded to 
that ticket; that Carlin, being aware of his own- 
ing the ticket, came to him and told him his 
ticket had drawn nothing, but offered to buy 
that and other tickets owned by Stallings for 
$25. Stallings states that. thus being deceived 
and imposed upon, he sold Carlin the tickets 
and took the $%5. He further states that, since 
discovering che fraud, he has tendered back to 
Carlin the $25, and demanded the half-ticket, but 
that Carlin refused to give it up. and hence the 
suit.

THE MAN WHO DREW THE CAPITAL PRIZE. 

Mr. John R. Durff, of Memphis, who drew the 
capitai prize, married the daughter of Mr. E. R. 
Day, of New Albany, Ind., about two years ago. 
The Memphis Appeal of Monday, gives the fol- 
lowing account of his reception of the news of 
his good fortune:

Kate Rogers, one of the irrepressibie drank 
and disorderlies,-was reteased on Sunday from 
the work-house, where she had served fora few 
weeks as a punishment for bad conduct and in 
order to get her sober. Kate would be called a 
very good-looking young girl by all those to 
whom round, plump cheeks, witha slight tinge 
of delicate rosiness, a bright, black eye, with 
long, dark lashes, and modest mouth and chin 
are features of feminine beauty.‘‘What a pity she 
drinks!'’ After obtaining her liberty she strolled 
around the streets to take a view of familiar 
places and to breathe a tittle fresh air, and while 
enjoying this luxury, just to aid her appreciation 
of the scenes and the circumstances, and more es- 
pecially to celebrate her freedom, she took “one 
little drink.’’ The police found her a few hours 
afterdrunk as usual, and yesterday she was 
again in court under the old charge. She offered 
in vain the one-drink plea, and went back to the 
workhouse under a fixe of $20 and $200 bail for

But the 
Judge is blessed with a remarkable memory, and 
in her case, as in most others of e similar na- 
ture, recollected baving ‘seen ber there before,”’ 
and accordingly imposed a fine of $20 and re- 
quired bail of $300 for six months. 

WIFE-WHIPPING. 

Every morning one or more brutal wretches 
are’on trial for whipping their wives. It is an 
every day occurrence, aod has become a per- 
manent feature of the court. None of them, 
however, escape justice whenever they are 
deserving, except that, perhaps, in some in- 
stances, the penalty is too light for so outrageous 
an offense. The negroes are apt pupils to their 
white teachers in this business, and it is not un- 
frequently that a weakly, sickly-looking colored 
woman sits upon the witness stand, with wounds 
on her person, to testify against her husband or

FRIVOLOUS CHARGE AGAINST AN OFFICER. 

Just before the court assembled a warrant 
was taker out by a Germaa named Louis Rehm 
for the arrest of Officer Wuliam Butier, door- 
keeper of the court, charging him with assault 
and battery. The case was called,and But'er 
came forward for trial, Rehm taking his seat 
upon the witness-stand.
